S.R.O 1941.—The fnllowing amendmenis in the Ajmer State Municipalities 
Election Rules, 1966, whirfi it is proposed to be issued by the Chief Commissioner, 
Aimer, in exercise of the powers conferred on him by section 43 of the Ajmer- 
Merwara Municipalities ReRulation, 1925 (VI of 1925), as subsequently amended 
from time to time read with the Government of India, late Home Department, 
Notification No. F. 120/37-Publlc, dated the 1st April, 1937, are pre-published as 
required by sub-section (2) of section 248 of the said Regulation, for the informa¬ 
tion of all persons likelv to be affected thereby and notice is hereby given that 
the said amendments will be taken into consideration on or after the expiry of 
10 days from the date of publication of this notification, 

2. Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with 
respect to the amendments before the aforesaid time limit will be considered 
bv the Chief Commissioner. Aimer. All oblections or suggestions should be 
addressed to the Deputy Commissioner, Ajmer. 

Draft Amendments 

I, For rule 7 of the said Rules, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

7. Draft Electoral Rolls —The electoral rolls of the Parliamentary Constituency 
comnrising the area covered bv the Municipality, which are in force at the time 
of the municipal elections, shall be the draft electoral rolls of the Municipality. 

II. The following rules shall be inserted after Rule 7A— 

Publication of Draft Electoral Roll. — (a) The District Magistrate shall publish 
the draft electoral rolls bv making a copy thereof available for inspection and 
displaying a notice in Form A— 

(1) at his office; 

(2) at the office of the Suh Divisional Officer concerned; 

(3) at the office of the Municipality concerned; 

(4) or at .such place as may be specified by him for the purpose, 

(b) The District Magistrate may also give further publicity to the Notice in 
Form A as he may consider nece.ssary. 

7B. Period and manner for lodging claims and objections. — (1) Every claim 
for the inclusion of a name in the electoral roll and every obiectlon to an entry 
therein shall be lodged within a period of 21 days from the date of publication of 
the draft roll under Rule 7A. 

(2) A claim or objection shall be addressed to the District Magistrate or to 
such officer as may be specified in the notice in Form A, 

(3) No person shall prefer an objection to the inclusion of any name in the 
electoral roll unless his name is already Included in that electoral roll. 
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(4) Where any person desires the transfer of his name from the electoral roll 
for any ward of municipality to another ward of the municipality, he shall prefer 
to the District Magistrate or to the officer specified in notice m Form A, first an 
obiection to the inclusion of his name in the former roll, and secondly a separate 
claim for the inclusion of his name in the latter roll. 

7C. Inquiry into claims and objections, — (1) The District Magistrate or the 
officer specified in notice m Form A, shall, before dccidmg whether or not to 
allow the claim or objection, cause to be served— 

(a) in the case of a claim, a notice on the claimant; and 

(b) m the case of an objection, a notice on the objector and on the person 

to the mclusion of whose name the objection relates; 

Provided that it shall not be necessary to serve any such notice where the 
District Magistrate or the officer specified m notice in Form A on being 
satisfied as to the validity of the claim or objection decides to allow 
it without further inquiry 

(2) The District Magistrate or such officer specified in notice in Form A shall 
hold a summary inquiry into every claim or objection and the orders passed by 
him shall be final. 

III. For rule 8 of the said rules the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

8. Final Electoral Roll.—The District Magistrate shall prepare a list of amend¬ 
ments in view of the decisions passed on claims and objections and thereafter 
publish the rolls together with the lists of amendments by making a copy thereof 
available for inspection and displaymg a notice in Form B, at tne places where 
the rolls in draft were published under Rule 7A On such publication the rolls 
together with the list of amendments, shall be the final electoral rolls for the 
municipahty. 

IV. The following forms namely, Form A and Form B shall be inserted before 
Form I in Schedule I of the said rules: —
